Beſtdes he ſays we make two ſyllables of 
Ba-al, and yet prononnce it Bawl: but as bis 0b- 
ferwation of the Spelling of it w falſe, ſo hu ears 
are miſtaken in its ſound,for there 1s not the: leaſt 
ſound of w in it. Theſe are ſome of his uſefull 
obſervations in Orthography ;, perhaps he may 
have met with ſome of tneſe peccadillos in Wo- 
mens-Schools, where I ſuppoſe he is more con- 
werſant than in Men's. I bad not been ſo particu- 
lar with bim, but that I look upon theſe his obſer- 
vations, as ſo many Refiettions on the whole pro 
feſſion : thisking to get reputation and Scholars by 
the ſame.

The chief inſtruments in framing theſe 

Letters, and perfeAing Speech, are the 
Lungs, the windpipe and the Larynx, and 
the aſpera arteria : as likewiſe the tongue, 
noſtrils and lips - the throat, palat and 
teeth. 
The breath or inſpired air, being blowed 
out by the lungs through the aſpers arteria,: 
is the ſubject matter of Speech. The lungs 
in ſpeaking, as the bellows in the Organs, 
cauſeth the ſound : for the lungs being o- 
pened like a pair of bellows, ſuck in the air, 
and by contraCting the Jungs agen, theair 
is expelled, and fo the ſound is made. Thus, 
as the windpipe is ſhorter or longer, nar- 
rower or broader, like the tube in wind- 
Muſick, the Sound is made Shriller or flat- 
ter, higher or lower. But the tongue and 
lips being applyed to the reſt of the organs, 
Iike the Fingers to the holes of the Flagel- 
let, are the more immediate inſtruments of 
the different ſounds.
